St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 9.—Miss Jcs- 
de A. Foster, a blind St. Louisan, has 
written a plea for proposed amend­ 


ment No. 7 to the 
constitution 
of 


Missouri, which will he voted upon 
at the general election November 3. 
Since her graduation from the Mis­ 
souri School for the Blind, Miss Pos­ 
it ’ has devoted much of her time to 
a study of the handicaps encountered 
by the sightless. 
Her conclusion is 
that these handicaps can he overcome 
only through the pension plan, in the 
interests of which amendment No. 7 
was drawn. 
The legislature’s appro­ 
val of the amendment seems indicat­ 
ed by the fact that the vote to sub­ 
mit it to the voters of the state was 
unanimous. 
Miss Foster's plea, in part, follows: 
“It must he borne in mind that if 
the pension amendment is passed, it 
will not create a pension but will sim­ 
ply make such a thing possible. When 
the state constitution 
permits 
the 
granting of a pension, a pension bill 
will be presented to the legislature 
and, if passed, pensions for (lie wor­ 
thy blind will he issued. 
When the 
s ta te has the right to pension the 
blind, its people, through their repre­ 
sentatives, will decide whether or not 
they shall exert that right. 
“The deserving blind, under the law 
as construed iii other states and as 
contemplated in Missouri, are those 
of honest record and sufficient local 
residence whose income 
from 
all 
sources is not enough for an average 
livelihood. 
It is not intended to sup­ 
port in idleness anyone capable of 
wholly or partially earning an in­ 
come, hut merely to place such peo­ 
ple on an adequately self-supporting 
basis. 
“For example, 
our 
state 
school 
graduates many skilled piano tuners 
and repairers. 
While they can give 
satisfaction in the piano work, they 
cannot travel through the country or 
through strange districts alone to so­ 
licit and do their work, 
but 
must 
have guides to follow this occupation 
successfully, and the occupation, in 
its beginning, does not pay sufficient­ 
ly to hire the necessary sighted as­ 
sistance. 
So no matter how capable 
and ambitious the piano tuner may 
he, if he is in poor circumstances he 
is deprived of a chance to make good. 
“The fact that the blind can help 
themselves with very little assistance 
makes it particularly worth while for 
the state to give that Assistance. 
“Surely the state should make it 
possible for the blind to utilize what 
the state has taught them. 
Not to 
lo so would l>e an economic folly sim­ 
ilar to that of a business man who, 
having invested $1,000 in a business, 
withholds the small sum necessary to 
make 'that investment permanently 
profitable. 
“The state should not stop with the 
education of the blind, 
but 
should 
r-arry the work through to the con­ 
templated, logical conclusion, which 
is nothing less than the utilization of 
that knowledge in earning a good 
livelihood. 
Such is the duty of the 
people of Missouri, both from a moral 
md economic standpoint—from pure­ 
ly selfish and materialistic consider­ 
ations as well as altruistic reasons. 
“In a short time a pension would 
create a large class of happy, useful, 
independent citizens among the sight­ 
less, entering the walks of everyday 
life on almost an equal footing with 
their fellowmen. 
“The worthy blind as a whole are 
too energetic to stand still when the? 
once have the means to advance. 
“Many blind have had opnortuni 
tie? and have become distinguished 
in various ways. 
M any more could 
reach high marks if they were bellied 
in their first efforts. 
Since there are 
eminent, 
useful 
sightless 
citizens, 
why should there not be more? 
Helen Kellar, Senator Gore, John 
Milton. 
Doctor 
Fraser, Charles F. 
Campbell, these are only a few of the 
more prominent among tens of thou­ 
sands of blind people who have illus­ 
trated that they 
are 
pre-eminently 
useful members of society—not bur­ 
dens—but willing, able people who 
need only right conditions. 
These 
right conditions can he brought about 
most readily by small pensions, and 
these pensions are merely a judicious 
investment by the state as a whole, 
in order that a portion of her citizens 
may he turned into productive, hap­ 
py, self-supporting people, returning

er which is now fighting to conquer 
tho civilized world. 
“For the last two generations the 
Germans in their

speeches and schools have been care­ 
fully taught that nothing less than 
this world conquest was the object 
of their preparations and sacrifices. 
Their have prepared cayefluly and 
acririced greatly. 
“We must have men and men and 
men, if we, with our allies, are to 
chock the onrush of organized bar­ 
barisms. 
“Have no illusions. 
We are deal­ 
ing with a strong and magnificently 
eo.nuipped enemy, whose avowed aim 
■s our complete destruction. 
“The violation of Belgium, the at­ 
tack on France 
and

against Russia, are only steps by the 
way. 
The Germans’ real objective. 
cs she always has told us, is Eng­ 
land, and England’s wealth, trade and 
world-wide possessions. 
“If you assume, for an instant, that 
I he attack will be successful, Eng­ 
land will not be reduced, af some 
people say, to the rank of a second 
rate power, but we shall cease to 
exist as a nation. 
We shall become 
an outlying province of Germany, to 
be administered with that severity 
German safety and interest require. 
“We are against such a fate.

Answer.—In the Old Testam ent the 
word Sheol is representative of the 
death condition. 
It is used therefore 
sometimes to refer to the second death 
and sometimes respecting the Adamic 
death. 
The word pit is a translation 
from the Hebrew sheol. 
It might read 
I that those who go down into the grave 
cannot hope for the truth. 
Christ 
went down into the grave, and the 
good and had go down. 
We would 
have to interpret the passage in har­ 
mony with the fact. 
It is true that no 
one going into sheol can have any 
hope, but we who have not yet gone 
down have a hope: Jesus had a hope— 
a hope of recovery from the pit—sheol. 
W e might say that those who go down 
into sheol cannot hope for the truth in 
sheol? they cannot hope for anything 
w hile they are dead. Or we might un­ 
derstand that this might refer to the 
future. 
We might look to the time 
when sheol will represent only the see 
ond death condition. 
Those who have 
been recovered through the death of 
Jesus w ill come out of sheol to be giv­ 
en a trial for life. 
lf they should be 
proven unworthy they will be returned 
to sheol without hope of recovery. 
“The wicked slut ll return to sheol” 
(Psalm 9:17, Revised Version).
